Proposing an amendment to

Constitution of the State of Texas 
by adding thereto Section

BE IT RESOL BED BY THE LEG 
ISLATURE OF THE STATE 
OF 
TEXAS: 
SECTION 1. That the Constitution 
of the State of T«txas be amended 
by adding thereto another section to 
be known as Section 60, Article 16, 
to read as follows, to-wit : 
SECTION 
6n. 
The 
legislature 
may provide compensation for cer­ 
tain district and county officers, to- 
wit:

District 
Attorney,
